Destroyers recently completed 
and now under construction 
have much greater firing power 
and cruising range, according to 
navy authorities.

LONDON, Aug. 16 (AP).—Lon-

For example, the Martin airplane com- 
pany here in Baltimore employs thousands 
of skilled aircraft workers, many of them 
young and high-spirited, and therefore likely 
|to take a notion that they ought to join 
the army. Not a man of them should be 
permitted to do so voluntarily, and for the 
| simplest reason in the world—the individual 
worker does not know and cannot know 
‘whether his services are needed worse in 
the army or in the factory. 
| The army needs a certain number of 
aircraft mechanics, to be sure, but only the 
high command knows exactly how many, 
and those not absolutely essential to the 
/army ought to be kept where they are. 

The American Medical Association has 
recognized the fact that it is as necessary 
'to draft some men to stay at home as it 
‘is to draft others to go to war. It has 
recently set up committees in all the states 
who are charged with a double duty, (a) to 
designate certain doctors who may serve 
with the army and (b) to designate certain 
'others who are not to be taken into the 
| military service, but must stay at home to 
look after the civilian population. 

Draft or no draft, doctors will not be 
| permitted to do as they please. They will 
go where they are sent, and I have yet to 
hear of a doctor who thinks there is any 
disgrace in promptly and cheerfully obeying 
orders.
